Serbian Specialties' next event is a 
lamb roast planned in conjunction with the 
Eugene performance of Yugoslavia's national 
folk dance company, Fruilica, on Friday, 

Feb. 28. The menu will feature spit-roasted 
lamb plus Serbian side dishes and cake. 

The lamb roast is open to anyone inter¬ 
ested in sampling Serbian fare, although the 
Bartolovics caution that the sight of a whole 
animal strung upon a spit and hung over 
burning coals can sour some people's ap¬ 
petite. 

"What they don't understnad is we have 
reasons for keeping the animal intact,"

Andreja says. "For one thing it's prac¬ 
tical to keep the head and feet on so we 
have something to tie the animal onto the 
spit with." 

Keeping the animal intact is especially 
important with roast pig, she says. The 
feet are often pickled as a delicacy and the 
head is traditionally eaten on Jan. 14 
as part of the Serbian Eastern Orthodox 
celebration of the circumcision of Christ. 

"There is never any waste," she says. 

Serbian foods, as with all Yugoslavian 
foods, is classic Mediterranean fare with 
many of its tastes and aromas borrowed from 
neighboring countries. The cuisine is 
rich in garlic, sweet peppers, green onions, 
eggplant and cheese made from sheep's milk. 
Plums are used extensively, most often as a 
preserve called "slatko" or in "slivovitz", 
which is plum brandy. 

Serbian coffee, called "srpski kafa", is 
brewed thick and sweet in a small copper 
vessel, much like Turkish coffee is. 

At the Bartolovics 1 home, cooking is a 
family affair and is almost always Serbian. 
Friends gather around their large oak table 
often to break Larisa's homemade bread with 
them and to feast on platters of skewered 
meats and cheese-stuffed Mediterranean sweet 
peppers. Slavic music plays softly on the 
stereo. Laughter and tales of past Serbian 
parties fill an evening's conversation. 

"Serbians place little value on gold or 
monetary wealth," Andreja says. "Only our 
freedom, family, religion, music, dance

and food count as valid riches. We take all 
of these very seriously." 

Technically, Petar is a Serbian American 
who was born in Cleveland, Ohio. Although 
he grew up in a Yugoslavian-Italian neighbor¬ 
hood, his parents stressed American ways in 
their home. Petar picked up most of what he 
knows about the land his grandparents came 
from on his own. 

Because of Petar*s trade as a marine en¬ 
gineer, the Bartolovics moved frequently 
throughout North and South America for 17 
years. Engineering projects brought them to 
Oregon three times in the late 1960s and ‘70s. 

When they returned to stay in 1983, Petar 
says they felt so isolated from their Serbian 
friends back East that they started thumbing 
through the Eugene-Springfield telephone book 
one day in search of Yugoslavic names. They 
compiled a list of 140 families and called 
them all. Later the Batolovics hosted a pig 
roast at the Veneta Community Center and in¬ 
vited everyone they had called to attend and 
share their Yugoslavian heritage. 

"It went over so well we decided to expand 
our mailing list," Petar says. "We went over 
to the University of Oregon library and paged 
through every Oregon phone book. It got to 
be a little ridiculous. Every night we'd 
take another phone bopk and go through it." 

The chore paid off, however, with 1,000 
mnrp Ynnoslavian names. Aaain, the Bartolovics 
contacted them all. 

"About 400 of the people responded in 
terror that they'd been found," Petar says, 
explaining that because of the political 
(continued next page)

situation in Yugoslavia, many American Yugo¬ 
slavs hesitate to reveal their ancestery. 

The other 600 people, he says, welcomed 
their call. 

"Pretty soon we began building a network," 
he says. "When we found ourselves with 1,800 
people on our mailing list last year, we 
began thinking about expanding this hobby 
of ours into something more." 

The result is Serbian Specialties 
and the Jugoslav Cultural Bank. Petar 
has since left the engineering field so 
that he and Andreja can devote all of their 
time to the two endeavors. Petar also 
makes and sells Serbian handcrafts. 

Someday, the Bartolovics hope to visit 
the land of Petar's grandparents and to 
learn even more about the Serbian culture 
which they have embraced. 

"I feel like I'm in kindergarten all 
over again," Petar says. "I've got 2,000 
years of culture and recipes to catch up 
on."

MIHA POGACNIK is recognized as one of the 
outstanding violin virtuosi of his generation. 
Born in Yugoslavia, he studied there, in West 
Germany and as a Fulbright Scholar in the U.S., 
where he now resides. He performs over 100 
concerts each season in recital and as soloist 
with orchestras on five continents, appearing 
in centers such as New York, London, Paris, 
Berlin, Budapest and Sydney. Recent inter¬ 
national Festival appearances include the 
Prades Festival, Carinthian Summer, Berlin, 

Bach Festival, Mexico City's Festival de 
Primavera and Dubrovnik Festival. 

Throughout his artistic career, Mr. Pogacnik 
has endeavored to bridge the gap between 
performer and audience - to present programs 
whose content and manner of presentation would 
activate the listening audience so profoundly 
that they could become "co-creators" rather 
than mere passive listeners.
